Friday on the charge of 
passing counterfeit quarters, aryl this 
was followed by the arrest of David and 
a search of ths prisoners' apartments, 
wht-re the ccuntu-f-r-iters' outfit was se- 
cured. Vv'illue regftrds the arrest as a 
mo.=t Important cue, as ho identifies the 
men with th« issues of the Hancock and 
"VVindorn $2 counterfeits which have foee-a 
circulated freely during the last eight 
years. 


At the headquarters of the gang tho 


officials recovered the 
face and back 


plates from which the Hancock counter- 
feit was made, and also the plates for 
making the large and small seals on these 
bills. There wore also taken 50 |2 Han- 
cock and COO $2 Wlndom bills, tha latter 
being regarded aa the best, all-around 
counterfeit which appeared up to the dis- 
covery of the $100 silver certificate In the 
spring of last year. The men treated 
these notes with glycerine before they 
were put out. which gave them the ap- 
pearance of having been in use for some 
tirno and made their detection almost 
an Impossibility. 


The Hancock 12 counterfeit appeared 


£iat in mu vv'oaL in i«ju aiiu later in the 
east. The discovery of it caused th« gov- 
^rnment to recall this Issue and replace 
Jt with the Windom note of similar de- 
nomination in December, 1890. A coun- 
terfeit of this issue was discovered In 
1894, and Its appearance la chargeable to 
the gang which has just been appre- 
hended. 


Charles Johnson, who is said to be at 


the head of the gang, is about 63 years ot 
age, and secret service officials say that 
ho has spent considerable time In prison 
for counterfeiting. The officials connect 
the Johnson family with the issue of a 
number of counterfeits that have ap- 
peared from tlhie to time, Including the 
$B Jockson legal tender, tho 
$20 legal 


tender of 1862 and the $5 Grant stiver 
certlficatp In 1888, besides the counter- 
felt of some IB.HUPS of Canadian note*.

Ntft 1'lensing to Spanish Public. 


Madrid, Aug. 113.—The city was pa- 


trolled by police Saturday night, but 
perfect tranquillty prevails. The publi- 
cation of the protocel produced keen dis- 
appointmpnt so far as it refers to the 
Philippines, where it had been hoped 
Spain -would preserve her sovereignty 
Intact. Clause three of the protocol dis- 
pels this illusion. Echoing public fe°l- 


' ing, the independent and opposition pa- 


pers bitterly criticise the clause as af- 
fording a pretest for curtailing Spanish 
sovereignty in an archipelago, where 
control of interference of a foreign 
power would make th^natives ungovern- 
able. The Herald wants to know how 
America proposes toimake the Cuban 
and Philippine 'insurants submit to a 
suspension of hostilities and keep them 
in leash ustll evscuatfon of the islands 
by the Spaniards ia . completed. The 
National says: "W.e^vould rather lose 
the Philippines alfosSther than submit 
to American tutelage" The other pa- 
pers discuss the J»ro65bnIty'of the abo- 
lition of the colonial office, declaring that 
the total logs' of the Philippines would 
"be "preferable to American partner- 
ship or control." 


Fault is found with clause four be- 


cause it limits the action of the mixed 
commissions to the West Indies In -efer- 
ence to the details of the evacuation, 
whereas most Spaniards expected that 
most o* them would be decided upon be- 
fore the sailing: of the commissioners. 


Thfe adversaries of the present cabinet 


find fault with the protocol because the 
fifth clause allows Until October for the 
meeting of the peace commissioners and 
stipulates that when a definite treaty 
is concluded it shall be ratified accord- 
ing to the constitutional rules of each 
country, thus furnishing Sagasta with 
a plausible pretext for adjourning the 
convocation of the cortes until he has a 
treaty of peace to put before thorn. Tho 
ministerial organ suggests that America 
herself, from motives of internal policy 
or international considerations, has not 
yet formed a definite conclusion on the 
Philippines question. 


Public opinion 
attaches great im- 


portance to the Spanish commission in 
Paris making a resolute stand in defens'e 
of Spain's territorial rights in the Philip- 
pines. The 
government, 
therefore, 


wai.ts to send a strongly competent body 
of delegates. 


The meeting on Saturday of a cabinet 


council was chiefly devoted to the con- 
sideration of means for restoring com- 
jmercial, postal and telegraphic com- 
munication with the colonies. French 
diplomats are requested to sound the 
disposition of the United States govern- 
ment on these matters and also to ascer- 
tain whether the United States, until 
the evacuation of the West Indies is com- 
pleted, wtU allow the Spanish authorities 
and Spanish administrative tribunals to 
continue to act. The French conduct of 
the negotiations for peace is regarded as 
a clever stroke of French diplomacy, 
considering tho Immense French inter- 
ests in Spanish financial and commercial 
undertakings. It 
is understood that 


high Spanish decorations will be con- 
ferred upon those concerned.

of property went up in smoke.

the buildings burned were packing 
houses, and their destruction will throw 
about 500 people out of work. 
The flra 


started in the immense establishment of 
the Forsythe Seeded Raisin company, 
which was erected in 1896. 


The railroad company suffieve$ con- 


sider ible loss, about 20 car's, some loaded 
and some empty, being consumed. Con- 
siderable damage was done to the track- 
age, and the section house was burned. 
The depot hotel and the depot llself, 
which at* opposite Foraythe'a, were on 
fire several times, and were saved only 
by the most strenuous efforts of the em- 
ployes. The freight depot, a block fur- 
ther south, owes Its escape to being 
slightly out of the path of the shower of 
sparks. 


Night "Watchman Harper slept In the 


tower of tho Forsythe packing house, 
and it tc not likely that any trace of him 
will ever be found. The flre spread so 
rapidly ihat iie cuuiu noi have escaped. 
Three Chlnose were so severely injured 
that e.11 are expected to die. One. was 
injured by stepping on a live wire; an- 
other fell from a burning roof while try- 
Ing to catch a rope thrown to him by a 
fireman, and the third was run over by 
a hose wagon.

Getting Out This Valuable mineral If the 


Poetry of mining. 


Tho mica trade is controlled practically 


by three or four largo concerns in New- 
York, Chicago and Boston. These, houses 
have an agent who buys for cash whatever 
mica is brought by tho mihors. Thoy con- 
trol tho market and fix the prices to be 
paid to the miner as well as the prices for 
which it is sold in the markets. 


MJca, it need hardly be said, is a,very 


valuable, almost precious mineral, as those 
who are obliged to buy a 3mall strip for 
their stove doors will tpstify. A package 
worth hundrods of dollars can be cnr'rlrd 
in a basket slung over the arm or in a 
pair of saddlebags on horseback. When 
prepared for the iBarkot tho Solid block as 
taken from the niino is Split into Sheets. 
These aro cut into squares of rectangles 
of almost every possible size, froin 9 by 2 
inch«3 up t*> 8 by 10 inches, aijd sometitnos 
even larger. There aro no less tBnn 183 
regular sizes kept in stock by dealers. 


The mining ot mica is tho poetiy of 


mining. 
It is impossible to conceive of a 


more exciting and fascinating erujjloy- 
menli. The vein of mica bearing quartz, 
lying between rocks of different forma- 
tion, has been found. 
The cap rock has 


been blasted away. Little "niggerheads" 
—small lumps of crumbling mica mixed 
with slate and other rock—aro growing 
plentiful. Tho rock is sarefully examined 
by the experienced minor, and all indica- 
tions are that mica will soon be found. A 
blast is made. The rock aad debris are 
cleared away, and there in the bottom is a 
block of the precious stuff, a ragged cor- 
ner showing itself black and glittering in 
the white quartz in which It is imbedded. 
With the tips of tho fingers the miner gen- 
tly and affectionately brushes away the dirt 
and small stones which partly cover it. 
Its thickness is carefully noted, its posi- 
tion in the root is learnedly dissussed, and 
many a speculation iadulgqd in as to its 
size, and quality. The hole is quickly 
drilled, tho small blast is made, just loos- 
ening the rock, and nil eagerly crowd 
around as ono of the men with his pick 
pulls away tho broken stono. There it lies, 
a black, glittering mass nine or ton inches 
across its fac.e, 8 or 4 inches thick and ir- 
regular in shape, as all blocks of mica are. 
A good sized block, if solid and of a per- 
fect cleavage will be worth several dol- 
lars. The excitement is not allayod, how- 
ever, and will not be until the block is 
splifc opoli and we know how it looks on 
the inside. 
It; is a very bad thing to split 


onen a block at the mine and contrary to 
s.11 rules, for there is danger that the fine 
polished faces will be scratched.—Godey'*

Queen's Determination Not to 


Sign a War Edict 


Limit to Humiliation of Submission Almos, 


Reashcd. . / 


London, Aug. 15.— Russia's course In 


heaping humiliation after humiliation 
upon England is relentless and apparent- 
ly regardless of consequences. It is not 
true, however, that Russia is deliberately 
inciting Great 13ritain into war. It is 
believer! in St. Petersburg, and through- 
out Europe, for that matter, that noth- 
ing which may happen in China will 
force Lord Salisbury to draw the sword. 
The chief reason for this belief is the 
well-known fact of the queen's deter- 
mination never, under any 
circum- 


stances, to sign another declaration of 
war. 


The question Is how far it will be safe 


for England's rivals to trust to this as- 
sumption. There is a. point beyond which 
the quean herself would be powerless. 
There have been indications in the past 
few days that this point is almost within 
sight. Public 
sentiment 
throughout 


England is very deeply stirred. Lord 
Salisbury's critics today number iua 
great majority of Englishmen. His own 
party ajaost unanimously condemns 
him. 
3?h«re is not » newspaper of con- 


sequence in Great Britain which has not 
attacked and criticised the eastern policy 
of the government during the week. 
Public opinion in England is undemon- 
strative until it can bear no more. Then 
it is insistent and coercive. The limits 
of passive submission to repeated hu- 
miliation have -well-nigh been reached, 
According to all indications there is al- 
ready open rebellion against Lord Salis- 
bury, and public opinion will evsn over- 
ride the wishes ol the queen hersalf if it 
is once convinced that the national honor 
and national interests both are at stake. 


This condition of the public mind will 


probably force the government before 
long to do one of two things: Either 
forcibly to intervene alone or in con- 
junction with the United States to keep 
open this markats of China, or to accept 
the dismemberment of the Chinese em- 
pire, tov.-ard which evenfs are obviously 
hastening, and secure whatever is pos- 
sible for the British shara. 


There is reason to believe that Russia, 


France and Germany hope that Lord 
Salisbury will- resort to the latter policy. 
It is almost certain that these powers 
are so far agreed that they expect to- re- 
strict the British share in such a division 
of the prize to very narrow limits. The 
Umtsd' States, of course, would get noth- 
ing, as it wants nothing territorially, but 
it would be inevitably shut out of mar- 
kets which it does want, except such as 
Great Britain might kindly consent to 
share with it in the British 
section. 


There is one course open which not even 
Russian diplomatists deny would prove 
effective. If the United States and 
Great Britain should 
deliver a joint 


declaration that they will not permit the 
markets of China to be closed by any 
power, no country or combination o_f 
countries will care to accept that chal- 
lenge. _

Somerville, was drowned last evening 
while bathing. The body was recovered. 


Lieutenant Colonel L. J. Logan of the

constant services, by relays, day and 
night, of the most export mechanics

the country. The mechanical process is ' 
similar to thai of other gun factories, \ 
with half nude men working in the 
blazing heat of forges arid furnaces, but . 
these are the days when the visitor, un- < 
less authorized by some high dignitary,^ 
is not permitted to see the conversion of , 
molted iron and steel info death dealing , 
tubes. From the war of 1812—the yard 
being rebuilt in Ifcl4—to 1861, even in- 
cluding the period <5f the Mexican war, ' 
4ho work at the "yard" was largely of 
a routine nature. There was a cessation 
of activity from 1&07 for nearly 20 
years, but during the past 12 years, and 
especially in the last 12 weeks, the gun 
factory has been a field of the liveliest 
operations.

While foreign observers have fre- 


quently in bygone days qualified their 
praise of our cruisers and battleships, 
they have been unstinted ill their com- 
mendation of the ordnance supplied by 
the government factory. It is a build- 
ing wide and massive, thoroughly equip- 
ped with marvelously intricate, ingen- 
ious and accurate mechanism, manipu- 
lated with delicate skill and at con- 
stantly decreasing expense under tha 
direction of naval officers who have 
thorough familiarity with the scientific., 
theoretical and practical aspects of the 
process, many of them at times having 
displayed a degree of inventive ability 
that has resulted in decided advantage 
to the service. Gun casings and gun 
mountings have been devised by them. 
Commodore John A. Howell designed 
the Howell torpedo; Admiral Sampson, 
a noted ordnance expert, helped to orig- 
inate a new form of the revolving tur- 
ret, Commodore Schley has made many 
valuable suggestions, Captain Theodora 
F. Jewell largely aided in this special 
work, 
and the services of Captaiu 


Charles O'Neil, the present chief of the 
bureau of ordnance, are of inestimable 
Valac. 


l^e armament of our ships in 1885 


was comprised in the 9 inch smooth- 
bores, 8 inch muzzle loading rifles 
(Bahlgren's) and converted 80 pound- 
er and 60 pounder breechloading rifled 
guns, which -were modified Parrott guns 
of large caliber. The change to the new 
and model guns began in 18S6, and the 
acceptance of up to date ideas was has- 
t tier! by the then secretary of the navy, 
William C. Whitney. In 1SS7 the navy 
yard \~ar- withdrawn from use as a ship 
constructing station, new 
buildings 


were coustru^tod, proving grounds were 
obtained by purchase at Indian Head, 
on the Potomac river, and contracts 
were signed with the Bethlehem (Pa.) 
company for a supply of gun forgings. 
Kear Admiral (then Captain) Montgom- 
ery Sicard was made chief of the bureau 
of ordnance, and the present captain, 
Alexander H. McCorinick, was appoint- 
ed inspector in immediate charge of the 
factory in its first stages of transition, 
from a shop for the tinkering of old 
guns to a mammoth establishment for 
the manufacture of modern ordnance. 


By the end of 1889, when Command- 


er William M. Folgor, who has since 
risen to the grade of captain, was chief 
of ordnance, the development of the 
gun factory was rapid and systematic. 
The 8 inch guns, the largest and nio&t 
powerful then made, were being assem- 
bled for the batteries of the Charleston 
and the Baltimore, and designs had 
been made for 12 inch guns, while pro- 
jectiles of excellent quality were being 
turned ont. 
Toward the closo of 1800 


the government ceased to depend upou 
outside contractors for guns, the yard 
factory having been found more than 
capable of handling all the forginga 
from the Bethlehem and Midvale steel 
works. It had then been decided that 
the 3 3 inch gun would be the largest to 
b<3 used for nival purposes. Tho manu- 
facture of 4 inch aiicl o inch rapid fire 
guns had commenced and the supply of 
high class armor piercing shells was be- 
ing rapidly augmented. In November, 
1S91, there was a very important trial 
at the proving grounds of armor plates, 
the resistance of harveyized nickel 
stool demonstrating to the satisfaction 
of experts the superiority of American 
arrnoK to anything that had been pro- 
duced. 


In 1892 the first sot of forgings for a 


13 inch gun was received, and the com- 
plete gun was assembled by September. 
Steady progress had been made in the 
production of gnus of all calibers and in 
gun mounts for vessels completed or in 
progress of construction.

Paderewski 


As a Teacher. 


One who learned music from the great 


Paderewski in former days declares 
that he was at the same time the most 
exacting and the kindest, the most pa- 
tient of teachers, with a power of per- 
suasion that made you at once firmly 
convinced that what he said must be 
the right thing. He was apt to criticise 
severely, but he did not spare warm en- 
couragement, thus filling the student 
with the strongest enthusiasm for the 
work and advancement in art. As to 
his particular methods, he laid great 
stress upon producing a beautiful, large, 
singing tone from the piano by pressing 
the keys to the very bottom. He gave 
special exercises for obtaining that ef- 
fect and made his pupil play scales, 
both ordinary 
and chromatic, very 


slowly and very legato, lifting the fin- 
gers as little as possible, and also ac- 
centuating each third or fourth note 
in order to get a perfect evenness. He 
advised as daily studies the etudes of 
the "Schule^er Fingerfertigkeit" of 
B^d. 
ecia 
Czerny, especially the first three stud- 
ies, 
which ought to be played every 


day, 
slowly and with a large tone. In 


his choice of pieces to be played he ob- 
served a great variety, not confining 
himself to a special composer or a sue- 
cial school of composers. 


Generally while his pupil played for 


him he was sitting at another piano, 
sometimes letting her play the given 
work all through, in order to judge of 
its general conception, but more often 
stopping her very frequently, making 
some remark or playing himself the 
phrase he wanted to correct and mak- 
ing her repeat it over and over again 
until she understood perfectly his idea, 
and gave to it the correct interpreta- 
tion. 
He advised studying pieces page by 


page and measure by measure, very 
slowly, with a big tone, with each hand 
seyaiately, not going any further bs- 
fore one had perfected, or, rather, al- 
most perfected, the preceding part of 
the work, 


Paderewski is also most careful in 


the way of using both pedals, which he 
considers an art in itself. His pupil 
adds: "It is the nature of this man to 
do good everywhere he possibly can. It 
seems a vital necessity to him, and I 
think this nobility of nature is one of 
the chief characteristics of his art also 
and makes his playing so exceptional, 
so great and so noble."

This city and the town of Adams 


have been again in mourning for two 
days, another volunteer in Company 
M, and one of its most popular mem- 
bers, being reported dead. The name 
of George E. Whipple, son of Major 
"Whipple of the Second regiment, was 
given in one of General Shatter's dis- 
patches published in the Sunday morn- 
ins papers. 
No more than this is 


known by the family. No word has 
fy?ei- received directly, and he was sup- 
posed to be entirely recovered from 
malarial fever. It wr-s thought that 
Major Whipple would have cabled the 
sad news before the regiment left San- 
tiago if it wore true, but no message 
of any kind was received. 


Friends of the family wired to Bos- 


ton Sunday, to one of the papers of 
that city, in regard to the report. The 
answer received was that the report 
could not be verified, and that too much 
confidence should not be placed in the 
name given m the press dispatch, as 
mistakes might have occurred. 


This threw the family into more 


doubt, but it offered a slight hope that 
the report might be false. It seemed 
hard to believe that the report from 
General Shafter could have been mis- 
taken, however, so definite \\as the 
statement. 


The news spread rapidly Sunday 


morning-, and brought sorrow where- 
ever heard. George Whipple was as 
well known in this city as in Adams, 
and was everywhere loved for his many 
manly qualities. He is the nephew of 
Officer Henry Whipple of this city and 
of Turnkey Whipple of the Pittsfield 
jail. Much of his time in recent years 
has been spent in thfs city, where he 
was employed. 


Corporal Whipple was born in Adams 


and was 25 years old. He attended the 
public schools there and was graduated 
from the high school in 1891. At school 
he was looked upon as one of the best 
all around athletes. 
He was captain 


and catcher of the baseball team which 
was the champion team of the county, 
and he was ackncv/lodged as the best 
boxer in the school. 


Soon afver graduation from school he 


came to this city and was employed as 
a clerk for the Fitchburg railroad com- 
pany. He held that position for some 
time and then went to work as clerk 
in F. A. Walker's grist mill on Main 
street. He held that position when 
Company M received its call to camp at 
South Framingham and he waa ready 
at once to go with the company, \\ hich 
he joined when but a boy 15 years old. 


He was one of the company's best 


marksmen 
and had always been a 


member of the rifle team, which often 
proved its superiority at the state Con- 
tests. When a new lieutenant was 
elected by the company last winter 
there was a tie between him and 
George Crosier of Adams. A second 
ballot gave the office to Mr. Grosier on 
a majority of one. 


At Camp Dewey in South Framing- 


ham Corporal Whipple was offered the 
position of chief clerk of the regimept 
and he declined, saying that he was 
going to war to fight and not to write.

man. He was a dutiful son and lov- 
ing brother. 
The family consists of 


his father 
and mother, the former 


with him and the latter in Adams, 
also two sisters, 
Misses Irene and 


Susan and a brother Robert. 


They had a letter from him July 30, 


in which he said he was recovering 
from an attack of malaria but was 
suffering from rheumatism. 
He said 


his father was getting along- well and 
they hoped soon to be home and see 
their friends. 
His letters were al- 


ways encouraging. 


Corporal Whipple's

ing and instincts were natural. 
His 


father is a veteran of the late war and 
the family can trace its lineage back 
to Abraham Whipple of Rhode Island. 
He was captain of a merchantman, in 
the West India trade. 
During the 


French war, he

"Game Cock," a celebrated privateer, 
which in one cruise captured 20 prizes. 
His shrewdness and bravery led to his 
selection as captain of the party who 
destroyed the British schooner "Gas- 
pel" which had

stationed at 


Newport, R. I., for the purpose of pre- 
venting the 
clandestine 
landin? of 


articles, subject to the payment of 
duty in 1772. On tho breaking out of 
the revolutionary war he was made a 
commander in thij American navy, 
and rendered his country most im- 
portant service.

A. J, Wolf Lectures on Single Tax, the 


Cure for Labor Problems.

The open air 
meeting under the 


auspices of me Central Labor union 
Sunday 
afternoon 
at . Monument 


square 
was very 
Interesting, 
the 


speakers holding the attention of the 
audience for two hours. The meeting 
opened with a short talk by W. P. 
McDonald, president of the Central 
Labor Union, who spoke on the labor 
question in general and labor organi- 
zation. 
He said the time was now 


ripe 
for 
organization and it is a 


necessity. He spoke on the nine-hour 
work day and stated that it was bound 
to come in the near future. 


Mr. Wolfe was then introduced and 


he spoke on the "Life and Objects of 
Henry George." There can be no dis- 
agreement regarding the wisdom of 
the golden rule or our national de- 
claration that all men have an in- 
alienable right to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. From these are 
evolved 
the doctrines of the single 


t,ax. The spirit of unrest in all civil- 
ized nations, the frequent outbursts 
of violence between classes, are sim- 
ply episodes in the great struggle of 
humanity to assert its God-given 
lights. 
In this form of taxation all 


revenue from land alone is to be col- 
lected, th.-.t the beneficial ownership 
of land is to cease. This form of tax- 
ation proposes a radical change in the 
entire social body. Land and labor 
are the two factors in the production 
of wealth. 
There is plenty of land 


anil labor. Then why is there poverty? 
Because our laws allowing' private ap- 
propriation of ground rent, encourage 
and sustain speculation in the very 
basis of mortal existence and place the 
earth, the natural employer 
of all 


labor, out of the reach of the worker. 
The single tax will bring land and 
labor together by destroying the va- 
cant land industry and thus oblige 
holders either to use or give up their 
holdings. You will see the single tax 
•will do it. 


The principle of single tax is the 


equal right of all men to use the earth. 
That which God gives belongs alike 
to his children. • The single tax is a 
question 
that involves every man, 


woman and child in the world. The 
hand of labor alone 
can write the 


title proverty on any natural object. 
But the original title always rests, if 
a rightful one, on human labor. For 
instance, a man catches fish from the 
sea by his labor; he uses the windmill 
but that does not entitle him to the 
ownership of the sea or the wind. The 
wheat he raises by his labor is his but 
he has no claim on the land. No man 
has a right to anything that he does 
not produce by his labor. Land is not 
produced, and no man has a right to a 
monopoly on it or hold it for specula- 
tion. The whole fault is the overtax- 
ation of the people. 


Why is it that the majority of mer- 


chants on your streets pay rent and 
dn not own their own blocks, because 
of the valuation 
of the 
land. 
The 


majority of people live 
in 
rented 


houses for the reason that the land is 
so high that they cannot afford to 
buy it and the taxes of the land- 
lord are paid indirectly by the ten- 
ants through high rents. What more 
can the Lord do to solve our poverty 
problem for us than He has done. He 
has stored the soil of this broad land 
of ours with gresi*. fertility. He has 
filled our mines with coal and iron, 
silver and gold, and yet many starve 
and freeze. 
Why.? Because -so long 


as land is privately owned they can 
ancl will be monopolized by the land 
owners. 


Mr. Wolfe talked for one hour and 


a half on this question which he stated 
would solve the ipresent labor prob- 
lem. At tlv> close of his address 
he 


solicited questions from the audience 
which brought about a discussion be- 
tween the speaker and a local So- 
cialist, which continued for half an 
hour and which was very interesting. 
Mr. Wolfe stated, during this argu- 
ment, that it was not necessary for 
the state to own and operate shoe 
shops or other industries in order to 
have control 
of the 
railroads and 


waterworks, etc. Under 
socialism 


every person must work, while the 
speaker believed that a person had a 
right to work or be idle if he did not 
interfere with any one. The discus- 
sion ended on protection, free trade, 
immigration and stp-te socialism. 


Mr. Wolfe is a very good speaker 


and showed that ho understood his 
subject. Those who stood in the hot 
sun were well paid by the eloquent 
and scholarly address. 


NO BANKRUPTCY BUSINESS, 


Referee Burke Ready for the First 


Case to Come Up.

taken any advantage of the new bank- 
ruptcy law to get relieved from finan- 
cial embarrassment. 
Lawyer Burke 


has qualified as referee, and is ready 
for such business as may be sent him 
from Berkshire, but there is no such 
rushing into the bankruptcy court as 
was thought there might be under a 
new law, and new conditions for vol- 
untary petitioners. A man well post- 
ed in such things, in speaking of the 
closing up of the insolvency business 
now, 
says that after all, for the 20 


or more years that the bankruptcy 
law has been off, it is wonderful how 
comparatively lew insolvency cases 
have been heard in our own courts. 
There are a number pending in Judge

woolen company, the 
old Freeman 


Print works and the L. L. Brown 
paptr company. But Ihuau aie con- 
tinued from time to time, and the con- 
cerns are running 
under 
some ar- 


rangements, so that 
in the end the 


winding up will be simple and satis- 
factory.

bers of the bar of the United States 
court. This is explained by some of 
them 
because, 
unlike 
Boston 
or 


Springfield there is little or no local 
business demanding it. 
One of the 


old lawyers and a former county and 
state official says he has been a mem- 
ber of the United States court bar in 
this state for over^O years and was 
never in the United States court in a 
case but once in his life. But there 
will be a number of applications from 
the younger attorneys of the county 
so that they may get 
bankruptcy 


business when it comes to them. Some 
of them are getting ready to apply so 
as to have their applications acted 
upon the 16th, at Boston.—Republican.
